It is strange, however, that 
those who take exception to this 
etory invariably argue from the 
weakest possible standpoint—viz., 
that it is incredible that a whale 
“should swallow a man, inasmuch

whale with a gullet capable of 
admitting anything larger than a 
aman’'s fist’; so said a popular 
M.P. recently; whereas, as a mat- 
ter of fact, events far more mira- 
culous than that are related in the 
book of Jonah, which the critic 
and the infidel appear to entirely 
overlook. The only reason that 
<an be assigned for this extraor- 
dinary fact is that, generally 
‘speaking, this, like most other ob- 
‘jyections to the Bible, is second- 
hand—from hearsay—and is not 
a genuine heart or intellectual dif- 
ficulty which has been personally 
encountered in an honest search 
after truth. 

For example, if we are to elimi- 
nate the miraculous from the book 
of Jonah, I want to know :— 

1. How the word of the Lord 
came to Jonah (chap. I vs. 1)? 

2. If God is everywhere, how 
could Jonah flee from the presence 
of the Lord (1:3)? 


God prepared a gourd,” and in the | 
following verse, “God prepared a 
worm,’ and in the next verse, 
again, “God prepared a vehement 
east wind.” Therefore, the same 
Almighty Creator who prepared 
the gourd, the worm, and the east 
wind for the special purpose of 
teaching Jonah a lesson, could as 
easily prepare a great fish—not 
only to swallow His servant, but 
also to keep him alive in his belly 
for three days and three nights 
(chap. 1:17). 


But the Hebrew word trans- 
lated “prepared” does not neces- 
sarily mean that God made a spe- 
cially big fish for the purpose; it 
may equally well mean that God 
so ordered things that the fish 
was there on the spot when Jonah 
was thrown into the sea, just as 
on another occasion the Lord or- 
dained that a certain fish, with a 
coin in its mouth, should be there 
ready when Peter cast an hook 
into the sea (Matt. 17:27). 


At the same time, the strong 
probability is that this fish was, 
after all, nothing more nor less 
than a whale.

He tells how on one 
occasion “a shark fifteen feet in 
length has been found in the stom- 
ach of a sperm whale,” and adds 
this remarkable piece of evidence, 
that when dying the sperm whale 
always ejected the contents of its 
stomach.” He tells of one full- 
grown whale which was caught 
and killed, “the ejected food from 
whose stomach was in masses of 
enormous size, larger than any we 
had yet seen on the voyage, some 
of them being estimated to be of 
the size of our hatch-house, viz., 
eight feet by six feet by six feet!”’ 
And yet we are asked to believe 
that a whale could not swallow 
a man!

The “Imprecatory Psalms” 

We will now take a few speci- 
mens of what are called the Im- 
precatory Psalms, in which we are 
told we shall “find words ‘spoken 
which would be very unfit for the 
lips of our Lord’; in which we 
may “detect traces of human pre- 
judice and passion’’; or where “the 
psalmist indignantly cries out 
against his oppressors,” etc. 

I quote these objections from a 
popular writer; (How God Inspir- 
ed the Bible, J. Peterson Smyth.) 
and in order to test the question 
fairly, I select three of the most 
conspicuous instances which he 
himself cites in proof of his argu- 
ments. 

Before, however, dealing with 
them in particular, there are two 
facts which should always be 
borne in mind in connection with 
these psalms. 

1. In most cases, if not in all, 
while the tense in our English 
translation is in the imperative, 
making the language look like an 
imprecation pure and simple, the 
tense in the Hebrew is in the fu- 
ture—e.g., “it shall be,” not “let 
it be,” ete.—thus indicating that 
words contain prophetic warnings 
of the various kinds of judgment 
that would certainly one day fall 
upon the wicked—whether individ- 
uals or nations—unless, indeed,

they repented. The whole tone of 
these psalms runs in that direc- 
tion. 

2. One has only to study the 
life of David in order to be con- 
vinced that his spirit was certain- 
ly not a vindictive one—as witness 
his noble treatment of Saul (1| 
Sam. 24:4-15), who was deliber- | 
ately seeking David's life; and his, | 
compassionate feeling towards Ab- | 
salom (lI Sam. 18:5), by whose | 
conspiracy David had actually | 
been dethroned. No, no, the lan- | 
guage of these Psalms is not that 
of mere human vindictiveness. 

However, we will briefly consi- 


der the three passages specially 
objected to. 
l. Psalm 58:6: “Break thei 
teeth, O God, in their mouth.” 
This, it is urged, exhibits so 
much vindictive passion that it 
is impossible to believe it Gould 


have been written under the in- 
spiration of the Holy Spirit. But

who “speak lies” (vs. 3), who de- 
liberately stop their ear to every 
entreaty (vs. 4), so that they 
“will not hearken” (vs. 5). It is 
of these that the inspired psalmist 
writes, “Break their teeth, O God, 
in their mouth” (vs. 6), and thus 
render them incapable of further 
cruelty. Language which, on the 
face of it, is figurative, and is 
borrowed from the lion’s habit of 
tearing its prey with its great eye- 
teeth. 

The underlying truth, however, 
is confirmed by Psalm 3:7, where 
we are told that it is the ungodly 
whose teeth are broken, whether 
they be found amongst David's 
enemies or not. And surely this is 
but a faint forecast of more aw- 
ful words that fell from the lips 
of David’s Lord, when He said 
that the end of those who offend 
and do iniquity would be “wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth” (Matt. 
13:42). 

Moreover, by comparing the 
first and last verses of this 58th 
Psalm, we find what seems to be 
the real point of the whole psalm 
—viz. that while there is no up- 
right judgment among the sons of 
men (vs. 1), which frequently al- 
lows the ungodly to prosper in the 
world (Ps. 73:12), God's dealings 
with men, however mysterious 
they may seem to be now, will 
one day be acknowledged to be so 
just that all men shall say, “Ver- 
ily there is a reward for the right- 
eous, verily he is a God that 
judgeth tn the earth” (vs. 11)— 
this, again, being a kind of dim 
foreshadowing of the great Halle- 
lujah chorus which shall break 
forth from the lips of the Re- 
deemed when earth shall have 
been for ever delivered from man’s 
unrighteous rule: “True and 
righteous are his judgments; for 
he hath judged the great whore, 
which did corrupt the earth with 
her fornieation, and hath avenged 
the blood of his servants at her 
hand... Hallelujah, for the Lord 
God omnipotent reigneth” (Rev. 
19:2-6). Then all will acknowledge 
that “the judgment of God is ac- 
cording to truth against them 
which commit such things” (Rom. 
2:2). 


2. Ps. 109:10: “Let his _ chil- 
dren be continually vagabonds and 
beg; let them seek their bread 
also out of desolate places.” 

Here, again, the very idea of 
the Holy Spirit having inspired 
such bitter sentiments 
David's personal enemies is, we 
are told, altogether out of the 
question. But let us test this argu- 
ment, and we shall see how shal- 
low it is. For, whatever personal 
or local circumstances may or may 
not have been referred to, the fol- 
lowing three points are commend- 
ed to the reader’s careful consid-

(b) What if the children of Ju- 
das were wicked like their father? 
Was it not just that they should 
suffer also? 

(c) I should like to know what 
the critics, who tell us that these 
are merely words of “human pre- 
judice and passion,” have to say 
of Acts 1:16, where we read that 
it was “the Holy Ghost by the 
mouth of David spake before con- 
cerning Judas’’? 

Surely we should hesitate be- 
fore handling these solemn pro- 
phecies with such loose, careless, 
and irreverent hands! 


3. Psalm 137:8 and 9: “O 
daughter of Babylon, who art to 
be destroyed, happy shall he be, 
that rewardeth thee as thou hast 
served us. Happy shall he be, that 
taketh and dasheth thy little ones 
against the stones.” 


In the first place, in citing this 
as an argument against inspira- 
tion, as being impossible to be the 
“words of the loving God,” I no- 
tice the writer above referred to 
only quotes parts of this passage, 
as follows: “O daughter of Baby- 
lon, happy shall he be, that taketh 
and dasheth thy little ones against | | 
the stones’’; omitting the most im- | 
portant words, which largely ex- 
plain why so dreadful a doom is 
pronounced against Babylon,—viz., 
because of the way they had, 
served God’s people—“As_ thou | 
hast served us’”—in which we nar 
tice an unmistakable reference to 
the old warning, “Cursed is he 
that curseth thee’ (Gen. 27:29; 
Num. 24:9), and which is in per- 
fect keeping with the inexorable 
law of God, which surely applies 
to nations as well as to men, 
“Whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7). 

It should, however, be reniem- | 
bered that Babylon and Jerusalem 
seem to stand in the word of God 
as typical of two great forces un- 
alterably and eternally opposed to. 
each other—one being the embodi- | 
ment of evil doomed to destruc- | 
tion, and the other of good des-| 
tined to enjoy the light of God’s | 


presence for ever (see Rev. 18, 
and 21). 
Moreover, from other parts of | 


Scripture it is quite clear that! 
this is no mere vindictive cry, but | 
is a divine and literal, though aw- | 
ful, forecast.of the doom of that | 
city whose “sins had reached unto_ 
heaven” (Rev. 18:5), and whose 
judgment is also foretold in almost 
identical language with that of 
Psalm 137:9, but with even more 
appalling detail, in Isa.

people. For in the days of Ahas- 
uerus—the Xerxes of history 
the whole Jewish race was threat- 
ened with extermination by a des- 
cendant of one of the survivors of 
those very Amalekites — ‘““‘Haman 
the Agagite” (Esther 3:10). Might 
we not in the very words of Psalm 
137:10 say, Happy had Saul been if 
he had “slayed utterly” as God 
commanded him. 

There are yet other passages 
which show beyond all question 
that, however much some expres- 
sions in the Psalms may seem to 
our shortsighted vision to be limit- 
ed in their application to some 
local event or personal considera- 
tion, the real truth is that David 
was a prophet, and as such he 
wrote. 

Acts 2:25-32 tells how Peter, 
filled with the Holy Ghost on the 
Day of Pentecost—and therefore 
not likely to make a mistake— 
quotes from Psalm 16:10, where 
David says, ‘““Thou wilt not leave 
My soul in hell.” Surely that looks 
like a. purely personal reference, 
if anything does; and yet Peter 
tells us distinctly that he was not 
speaking of himself at all, but, 
being a prophet, spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that His 
soul was not left in Hell. 

Therefore, in reading the most 
difficult passages in the Psalms, 
the true import of which we may 
be unable perhaps fully to com-

Perhaps you would ask me, “Can 
you raise the dead?’’ I should an- 
swer, “Not at all; but God has 
sent me to sing ‘Old Hundred’ 
among the graves, and says 
through this means He will raise 
the dead.’’ I should expect to see 
the graves open and the dead 
come forth. My faith would not 
rest in any power of yours or 
mine, but in the fact that God 
appointed this means to effect 
this end.

2. In cases where little ones 
were slain, the mercy of God is 
even more conspicuous. The strong 
probability is that, in many cases, 
these poor little children, having 
the blood of their wicked parents 
in their veins, would, had they 
been allowed to live, have devel- 
oped their parents’ sins; but their 
early death saved them from so 
dreadful a future, just as, in the 
last great plague that shook Egypt 
to its foundations, doubtless many 
of the firstborn were very young 


children and had so far no share|- ° 


in Egypt’s rebellion against Is- 
rael’s God. How many a mother, 
whose husband has been a drunk- 
ard or a gambler, has said, “I 
would rather follow my child to 
the grave than see him grow up 
like his father!” And who dare 
say that all these infants, thus 
mercifully cut off before they had 
reached the age of responsibility, 
were not taken to the bosom of 
Him who “gathers the lambs with 
his arm, and carries them in his 
bosom” (Isa. 40:11)? 

3. But the most important thing 
of all to remember is, as we have 
already seen, that in nearly every 
case the words constitute not a 
command at all, but a most mer- 
ciful prophetic warning, from Him 
who has “no pleasure in the death 
of the wicked” (Ezek. 33:2), of 
the judgments which sinners were 
most certainly heaping up against 
themselves (Rom. 2:3-5). For 
there can be no doubt whatever 


that had these gracious. warnings 
been heeded, the predicted judg- 
ments might have been averted: 
as in the case of Nineveh, when 
“God saw their works, that they 
turned from their evil way; and 
God repented of the evil, that he 
had said that he would do unto 
them; and he did it not” (Jonah 
3:10). Indeed, the Almighty has 
laid it down most clearly that this 
is the principle upon which He 
deals with men: “When I say un- 
to the wicked, Thou shalt surely 
die: if he turn from his sin, and 
do that which is lawful and right 
. he shall surely live, he shall 
not die. None of his sins that he 
hath committed shall be mention- 
ed unto him...” (Ezek. 33:14-16). 
And I should like to ask those 
who say, “ . The way of the 
Lord is not equal... ” (Ezek. 
33:17), whether it is not infinitely 
more merciful thus to warn sin- 
ners clearly and plainly concern- 
ing the inevitable consequences of 
sin, than it would be to allow 
them to rush blindly on to their 
doom unwarned and unchecked? 

Thus we see how Jehovah's 
great proclamation concerning 
Himself is fully justified even in 
His judgments: “. . . . The Lord, 
the Lord God, merciful and gra- 
cious, longsuffering, and abundant 
in goodness and truth” (Exod. 34: 
6).

official murder. They said the 
President was a murderer. Their 
attorney said, “I do not know 
what kind of animals I’m dealing 
with, but I know that they are 
animals.”

The History of the Atomic 
Spies

“The first arrest in this country 
in connection with the spy plot 
was that of Harry Gold, 39, a 
biochemist, in Philadelphia, May 
23, 1950. (Three years ago.) He 
confessed he had been a courier 
for the Communists and in. that 
capacity had received secret data 
from Dr. Fuchs (the English 
scientist who sold out to the Rus- 
sians) at Santa Fe, N. M., in 1945. 
Gold said another person who 
gave him atomic bomb informa- 
tion was David Greenglass, an 
army sergeant stationed at the 
atomic project at Los Alamos, N. 
M. (where they have the trial 
ground, the proving ground for 
atomic bombs. ) 


“Gold also put the finger on 
Anatoli Yakoviev, Russian vice 
consul in New York City, describ- 
ing Yakovlev as the boss of the 
atomic spy ring, the man who 
gave orders, supplied money, and 
was the ultimate recipient of all 
decuments and information for 
transmission to Russia. Yakovlev 
was safe behind the iron curtain 
when American authorities got 
this information, but the FBI 
moved rapidly against Greenglass. 
He was seized in New York City 
on June 16, 1953.

Now, there are some things to) 
be said. Very prayerfully consid- | 
er that thousands of people have 
taken the side of these criminals. 
It is a shocking revelation about 


‘the people of the United States, 


that preachers and church ‘people | 
and others hounded the govern- 
ment. It cost the government | 
$150,000 finally to try these trai- | 
tors, imprison them, then answer | 
all the questions and finally bring) 
them to Sing Sing Prison, hold 
them there, then finally to put | 
them to death. That cost the gov- | 
ernment $150,000, with the opposi- | 
tion of people who ought to have | 
been for the government; the 
socialist crowd, much of the New| 
Deal crowd, the left-wing crowd, 
the pro-communist crowd, the 
modernist preacher crowd, the in- | 
fidel crowd. That is the same} 
tution and against Christianity 
and against the Bible. They 
fought all the time to turn these 
spies, these traitors, these mur- 
derers loose. They called it official 
murder. They said the President 
was a murderer. They said the 
Rosenbergs ought to have been 
pardoned, or their sentence com- 
muted. 

Now what does the Bible say on 
this question? You ask why I 
preach on matters such as this. 
Because here is a very definite 
Bible problem. I want to give the 
Bible background for the electro- 
cution of these spies. 


1. America Was Founded on a 
Christian Basis 


First, the government in Am- 
erica was founded by God-fearing 
men, on Christian principles. That 
is good for us to know. The gov- 
ernment in America, our Consti- 
tution, our laws, our principles of 
government, were established on 
the Bible. Recently many people 
have tried to get away from it, 
but this country was founded pri- 
marily by God-fearing Bible-be- 
lieving people. True, this country 
was founded on the basis that 
the government is separate from 
the church and that noboby is to 
be compelled to be a Christian; 
nor. on matters of conscience and 
religion can anybody be compelled 


who had confessed his sin, who 


to serve God or not serve God, to 


be baptized or not baptized, either 
to join a church or not join a 
church, either to pay the preach- 
er or not pay the preacher. I say, 
nobody can be compelled by gov- 
ernment in matters of religion. 
Yet in America this government 
was established on the basis that 
there is a God in Heaven, that 
the government ought to recog- 
nize God and be the agent of Al- 
mighty God, that the laws of the 
nation ought to be based on the 
Bible. The glory of America and. 
the success and freedom and pros- 
perity of America are largely be- 
cause we have a government. 
originally founded on the Bible and 
on the belief in God and the 
Christian religion. 


There are several indications. In 
the first place, when the war of 
Revolution was going on, the men 
who led were generally the most 
devout and godly. There were 
some exceptions. One was Tom 
Paine, who was useful in the re- 
volution but an infidel. He was 
an exception. George Washington 
was a most devout and earnest 
man; I have reason to believe he 
was a good Christian. Whether 
he understood so he could tell you 
plainly how to be born again or 
not, I do not know. I do know 
he was an active church member, 
a Bible-reading, praying church 
member. When the War of the 
Revolution was on, and Washing- 
ton was general for the American 
colonies, when he had too few 
soldiers, when he did not have 
shoes for their feet, when their 
bare feet made bloody tracks in 
the snow, when they were shut 
up in the edge of Pennsylvania, in 
Valley Forge, and didn’t have 
much to eat and there were critics 
on every side and some soldiers 
deserting, George Washington 
used to go out, kneel down in the 
snow and pray to Almighty God. 
And God heard Washington. 


You may remember that Ben- 
jamin Franklin started out as a 
free-thinker. If you read his bio- 
graphy, which I have enjoyed 
with a very great relish, you will 
find Benjamin Franklin came to 
be a very devout Bible-believer, 


a very devout man who believed 


there was a God who answered 
prayer and that we ought to pat- 
tern our laws after the rules and 
morals and standards of the Bible. 


Representatives of the Thirteen 
Colonies came together to form 
the Constitution. At the constitu- 
tional convention they wrangled. 
There were thirteen colonies and 
Virginia said, “We're not going 
to give up any of our rights.” New 
York said, “We’re not going to 
give up any of our rights.” So 
there was a great deal of wrang- 
ling and arguing for weeks. Long 
weeks followed weeks and they 
couldn’t get things settled. The 
people couldn’t agree on a con- 
stitution. Benjamin Franklin arose 
and said in effect, ‘“‘Gentlemen, if 
we expect the blessing of high 
Heaven upon our nation, we sin 
in not stopping and asking God 
for wisdom. Let’s ask God to give 
us wisdom to make a constitution 
for the colonies.’ They stopped 
and had public prayer. Then God 
put their hearts together and we 
have a great Constitution, recog- 
nized around the world as a model 
of political sagacity, of moral in- 
tegrity, protecting the rights of 
the people, a well-balanced gov- 
ernment that has lasted these 
long years and, under the Ameri- 
can free enterprise system of 
government '__—iby the people, 
brought the greatest freedom and 
the greatest prosperity that _any 
nation on the earth has ever had. 
I say that is surely the result of 
prayer and the leadership of God 
on men who believed the Bible 
and set out to honor God. That 
meant these colonies, and then 
the gdévernment, and then the 
first President, George Washing- 
ton, honored God. It was a cus- 
tomary matter for Congress to 
open with prayer. It was decided 
that they would never have a 
meeting of the Senate, nor a 
meeting of the House of Congress . 
without a chaplain leading in 
prayer. They believed in God. So 
now we have such chaplains, It 
was decided that in the Army and 
in the Navy every major unit will 
have a chaplain to preach the 
Gospel. These days People want 
chaplains to do much more than 
preach; but originally chaplains 
were to preach the Gospel, to 
give spiritual counsel, to win peo- 
ple to Christ.

“Christianity is not allied with 
any syStem of economic law.” 
That’s a lie. This idea that the 
government has a right to take 
away private property, tdke away 
money from people who have 
earned it and give it to people 
who haven’t earned it in order to 
buy their votes for a New Deal 
system, as Roosevelt and Truman 
did—that idea was born in Hell, 
and is contrary to the Bible. It is 
fundamentally immoral and un- 
godly. Now socialism is as much 
anti-God and anti-Christ as _ is 
communism. It is on exactly the 
same basis, not that a man shall 
have what he earns, not that a 
man who works hard shall be 
paid for it, but on the basis that 
would give everybody the same 
whether they earn it or not.

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socialists’ plan is to take money 
from anybody who works hard 
and makes more money, and give 
it to somebody else.

The American enterprise system 
is based on Bible laws. It is an 
Old and New Testament plan. The 
New Testament says, “If any 
would not work, neither should 
he eat” (II Thess. 3:10). That 
would be a very good plan for 
today. Lots of people who are on 
relief, lots of people who are put 
on there to buy their vote for a 
New Deal, socialistic government, 
ought to be put off and allowed 
to work and pay their own way. 
We have been taking the rights 
away from the people. In this 
country we have come to _ the 
place where we have to work four 
months out of the year just to 
pay taxes, before there is any- 
thing left for prosperity, anything 
left for family, anything left for 
the future.

Then they are against 
the authority of a prophet of God 
to proclaim the Word of God. 
Then they are against the author- 
ity of the Bible itself and say it 
is a relic, and not all the Word 
of God. And then they are against 
the authority of Jesus Christ and 
would make Him only a fallible 
man, not God incarnate. They 
are against all authorities. 


But the authority of the govern- 
ment, the powers that be, are or- 
dained of God. The officer of gov- 
ernment is a minister of God to 
thee for good. He bears not the 
sword in vain. He is a revenger 
of wrath for God, the Bible says. 
The government had a right to 
proclaim the death penalty for 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg and 
put them in the electric chair and 
pull the switch and sear out their 
lives with electricity. That is what 
the hand of Almighty God did in 
sending the judgment and we 
ought to back it up. And it is an 
abomination that fifteen hundred 
preachers said that sin should not 
be punished and that we should 
join the socialists and the Com- 
munists in asking that they turn 
those people loose. I say it is a 
disgrace to the church and re- 
ligion that fifteen hundred preach- 
ers had no enlightened conscience, 
had no principle, had no Bible 
background evidently, and so they 
were against the execution of the 
law in this case. 


All right. I am just saying 
there is a Bible background for 
the law ordering execution. 


4. The Bible Commands the Death 
Penalty for Murder and Some 
Other Crimes 


Again, another Bible principle 
in this matter is that God com- 
mands the death penalty for ter- 
tain crimes, particularly for mur- 
der. In this case the Rosenbergs 
were not immediately guilty of 
murder but potentially they were. 
I have no doubt that of the 33,000 
American soldiers killed in Korea 
or missing in action, many of 
them and possibly all of them 
were murdered by Julius’ and 
Ethel Rosenberg and others like 
them who stole the atomic secrets 
and gave them to Russia. There 
might never have been a war. It 
is very likely Russia and China 
would never have gone into it. 
They were awed by the fact that 
we had the bomb they didn’t have. 
If we could have kept it so, pro- 
bably there would have been no 
Korean War. I say, they were 
murderers, then. They were trai- 
tors. They were potentially mur-

derers of millions. And President 
Eisenhower well said, “. . . I can 
only say that, by immeasurably 
increasing the chances of atomic 
war, the Rosenbergs may have 
condemned to death tens of mil- 
lions of innocent people all over 
the world.” I am saying they are 
potentially murderers. 


Now what does the Bible say 
should happen to murderers? The 
first the Bible has to say about 
human government is in Genesis 
chapter 9, just after the flood. As 
far as we know, the only govern- 
ment before the flood was family 
government. Now then in Genesis 
9, begin at verse 5. 


“And surely your blood of 
your lives will I require; at the

Mosaic law for Israel. We read in| 


Exodus 21, verses 12 to 16, | 


“He that smiteth a man, so} 
that he die, shall be surely put | 
to death. And if a man lie not | 
in wait, but God deliver him) 
into his hand; then I will ap- | 
point thee a place whither he 
shall flee. But if a man come 
presumptuously upon his neigh- 
bour, to slay him with guile; 
thou shalt take him from mine 
altar, that he may die.” 


There is a difference, the Bible 
says, in first degree murder and 
second degree murder and man- 
slaughter. That is a Bible differ- 
ence. That’s why there is a legal 
difference in America; because 
there is a fundamental Bible dif- 
ference in that. If a man kills in 
cold blooded, planned murder it 
is not the same as if a man got 
into a fist fight and knocked a 
fellow down and his head hit the 
curbing and he died. Then a man 
is guilty, but he is not as guilty 
as if he had planned to kill the 
victim. There is a difference. Now 
listen. 


“And he that smiteth his 
father, or his mother, shall be 
surely put to death. And he 
that stealeth a man and selleth 
him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely be put to 
death.” 

Notice verse 12: “He that 
smiteth a man, so that he die, 
shall be surely put to death.” If 
you are ever on a jury and there 
comes a clear case of murder, 
what are you to vote for? For the 
death penalty. You are to send 
him to the chair for that, or the 
hangman’s noose, or the _ gas 
chamber. You are to see that he 
goes to his death. You are not a 
good Christian, you don’t believe 
in the Bible plan if you are not 


A fundamental doctrine of the 
Bible is that what people sow, 
they should reap. If a man mur- 
ders, he should be killed, executed 
by the government. That is a 
Bible plan. And if you are not for 
that, there is something funda- 
mentally wrong with your moral 
sense of right and wrong. That is 
a fundamental of the Bible. Our 
present law of the death penalty 
for murder is based on the Bible. 

Someone says, “But, Brother 
Rice, what about the Ten Com- 
mandments that say, “Thou shalt 
not kill’?” Well, there are several 
words for killing in English. It 
happens that word has a particu- 
lar meaning. Now suppose you say 
“We kill hogs.” What will you 
call it? You’d say we slaughter, 
wouldn’t you? Well, does. that 
necessarily mean the same as 
murder? No. But it is a word for 
killing. Suppose in war an army 
goes out in defense. You can say 
that the enemy was annihilated. 
The enemy was just shot down

That means killed. But does it 
mean murdered? No, it may mean 
legitimate defense and by order 
of the government as the agent of 
God. It may be exactly the same 
as when a gunman comes along 
and tries.to hold up a bank and 
the police tries to arrest him and 
he gets killed. You don’t say the 
policeman is guilty of murder. He 
was acting for Almighty God. 
There are several words. You 
could say kill is one word, assas- 
sinate is a word for political kill- 
ing, and there are other words 
for killing of animals, etc. 


But listen. The word here in 
the Ten Commandments is the 
word for murder which means in- 
dividual hatred and an individual 
taking the law in his own hands. 
“Thou 
shalt do no murder.” It does not 
say one is not to act for God as 
a policeman or an executioner. It 
does not say one is not to act 
for God as a soldier. It does not 
say that you are not to obey the 
Bible on seeing that the murderer 
comes to the death penalty. Now, 
you see, the matter of an individ- 
ual who sets out, from his own 
hate, to kill somebody for spite 
and hate—that is murder and is 
forbidden. But to bring criminals 
to justice is not murder. It is 
right. And one who obeys can 
expect God’s blessings. 


5. Forgiveness Does Not Mean 
Letting Crime Go Unpunished 
“Oh,” somebody says, “but I

Not very long ago little Pete, 
Bill Rice’s boy, eight years ald, 
was in church. It is awfully hard 
for a preacher’s boy to keep in 
awe about the preaching and the 
singing when he goes to church 
all the time. Pete sings like a 
little angel, but he isn’t all angel. 
If he appears as an angel, you'll 
see a halo propped up on some- 
thing artificially, because it isn’t 
quite natural for Pete to wear 
halos! So the other day Bill was 
in the service and he looked up 
just in time to see his son Pete 
punch: another boy hard. Pete 
saw that his dad saw him. He was 
a good deal disturbed about it. 
After the service he came to his 
dad and said, “Dad, listen. I for- 
got. I sure am sorry. I ought not 
to have done that, Dad.” His dad 
didn’t say much. Pete said, “Dad, 
listen. I’d like to pray about it. 
I’d be glad to pray about it.” 

Bill said, ““‘Well, look here, Son. 
That will be fine. When I get 
done with you, you will feel like 
praying more than you do now.” 


Now what I'm saying is that I 
believe in kindness and love, but 
in still doing right in punishing 
sin. Do you think that rabbi who 
led the way to the electric chair 
hated Julius Rosenberg? No, no. 
Do you think that man who pull- 
ed the switch as his duty did it 
from hate? No, no. He may have 
loved him. That matron who went 
with Ethel Rosenberg—Ethel Ro- 
senberg loved her and turned and 
kissed her— but the matron has 
her pay for that and spends her 
life as prison matron, and she 
must believe it is right. Did you 
think she hated the woman? Oh, 
no, but she was for it because it 
was right. Yet she loved the 
wicked, traitorous woman and 
kissed her before she died. 


I’m not saying that you ought 
to have hate in your heart. I 
think you should pray for people. 
You may love your children; but 
you had better whip them good 
when they do wrong just the 
same, because it is right. You may 
love sinners but you had better 
preach Hell fire and judgment be- 
cause they are coming to it. If 
you love them, you had still better 
do right. And you can love a 
criminal and pray.for him. Thank 
God, I have gone behind the bars. 
I have found lots of these sissified, 
these nice, pious, first church peo- 
ple where I go, Brother Smith, 
who do not like my plain preach- 
ing. But I'll tell you now, when 
I go behind the bars to the drunks 
and the criminals and the down- 
and-outs, when I gq to a rescue 
mission, that gang understands 
what I am talking about. They 
sit up and take notice at my kind 
of preaching. And I go. Thank 
God, I have been able to talk to 
many a man in a death cell about 
his soul. Some I have won to

the proper punishment given. I 
think of thousands of others that 
must be protected. I have thought 
of the poor and innocent that will 
be murdered and abused and ruin- 
ed if this country is overrun by 
the criminals. So I say I am for 
the death penalty, even though I 
may love, and pray for the man 
who is guilty and goes to the 
chair. 


Forgiveness, yes! But forgive- 
ness still does not make it right 
to let sin get by. Sin has to be 
punished. 


6. God Has a Divine Rule That 
Sin Must Be Punished 


Now that is another principle 
here involved. The Bible says sin 
must be punished, In Genesis the 
Lord said to Adam and Eve, “The 
day that thou eatest thereof, thou 
Shalt surely die.’ You’re going to 
die when you eat of this forbidden 
fruit, says the Lord. And die they 
did, and brought that curse of 
spiritual death and physical death 
on the whole race, because of 
their sin. 


In Numbers 32:23 the two and a 
half tribes said, ““‘We don’t’ want 
to go over Jordan. We want to 
Stay over here on this prairie 
country, this ranch land for our 
cattle. We want to stay here.” 

But Moses said, “But we need 
your armed men to go over and 
take the land.” 


They said, “We'll send them. 
We'll send the armies before you, 
and our wives and our cattle and 
our little ones, let’s keep here. 
We'll send armed services over to 
help you.”” And Moses said, “If you 
do that, well and good. But if ye 
will not do so, ye have sinned 
against the Lord: and be sure 


‘your sin will find you out.” The 


Bible says you can’t sin and get 
by. 

In Ezekiel several times we 
come to these words, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die.” 

In Romans 6:23 it is said in 
these words, “For the wages of 
sin is death.” 

In Galatians 6:7 and 8 it is in 
these words, “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” 

In Proverbs 29 the Bible says, 
“He, that being often reproved 
hardeneth his neck, shall sudden- 
ly be destroyed.” God says sin 


has to be punished. You can't get 


by with sin. Men can’t get by 
with sin and we had better preach 
that. That is a fundamental of 
the Bible. That is why you had 
better make your children mind. 


That is why you had better whip. 


them. “Oh,”’ you say, “I love my 


children.”” No, you love your own 

ease. You just don’t have enough © 
integrity and manhood and con-. 
victions to stand up and do right. 


about it. You don’t love your 
children. If you loved your chil- 
dren, you wouldn’t want them to 


turn out to be drunkards, gam-. 


biers, and harlots. You wouldn't 
want them to land in jail. You 
would want to whip them and 


make them do right and have 
peace of mind about it. No, you, 
don’t love your children. You love 


your own ease. You love the ways 
of the world. You don’t hate sin, 
you know, so you don’t want to 


punish sin. We had better whip_ 


our children and make them do 


right. Thank God, they will rise 
up and call us blessed, and thank~- 


us for it some day. 


Then there is another thing. 


You preachers, listen to me. No, 


man is going to love God much 
if he doesn’t hate sin. “The fear 
of the Lord is to hate evil.” That’s 
right. If you don’t hate evil, you 
are not a good Christian. A 
preacher has to be against sin if 
he is for God! I do not believe in 
the integrity of any preacher who 
doesn’t crack down on sin. 


My wife said to me the other 
day about a certain’ preacher, 
“He’s a sweet thing.” I said, “Yes, 
but God doesn’t say a preacher 
is to be sweet.” The Bible says,

You know, Stephen wasn’t a 
sweet preacher when he said, “Ye
